Call to Order 


Dean Chaikelson, in the absence of the Chairman whose arrival had been 
delayed, called the meeting™to order at 1:40 p.m. 


Approval of Agenda 


It was moved and seconded (Crowe/Tekel) to approve the agenda as circulated. 
Vote: CARRIED 


Chairman's Remarks 


There were no remarks. 


Questions and Announcements 


No questions were raised. 


Appointment of Student Members to the Arts and Science Faculty Panel 
(Regulations Regarding Cheating - Undergraduate) 
No nominees were presented. 


Dean Chaikelson stressed that it was very important that the six positions 
on the panel be filled as soon as possible. 


Discussion of the recommendations of the Special Task Force on Curriculum 
(Sixth session) 


Prof. Proppe noted that he had requested that a written statement he had 
submitted to the Chairman be circulated at the last meeting. He said that 
he had been unable to be present at that meeting and would now like to 
make an oral presentation of his views at this meeting. 


Dean Chaikelson suggested that he speak after the topic which was under 


discussion at the end of the last session was concluded. She then drew 
attention to the new version of principle 6 (ASFC 81-6-D2). 


Principle 6 (continued) 


81-7-2 It was moved and seconded (McEvenue/Lightstone) to amend the end of the 
second sentence of the new version of Principle 6 from "options within 
or without their concentration" to “options within their concentration 
or outside of it". Vote: CARRIED 


The discussion continued. 
The question was called by Prof. Pechter. 
A vote was taken on calling the question and was CARRIED. 


The question was called on the motion to approve Principle 6 as amended 
and was CARRIED. 


Principle 7 
81-7-3 It was moved and seconded (McEvenue/Barkman) to approve Principle 7. 


An explanation of Principle 7 was requested in particular the use of the phrase 
"local maxima". : 


Several explanations were offered. 

The debate continued. 

The question was called by Prof. McEvenue. 

A vote was taken on calling the question and was CARRIED. 


The question was called on the motion to approve Principle 7 and was 
CARRIED. 16/11/8 


Dean Chaikelson turned the Chair back to the Chairman. 
Recommendation 2.1 (page 6) 


81-7-4 It was moved and seconded (Maralejo/McEvenue) to approve Recommendation 
25 \5 


Prof. Trudel asked if it had not been agreed that this recommendation 
would not be approved until the revised copy of the principles had been 


circulated. 

81-7-5 It was moved and seconded (Trudel/Armstrong) to table approval of recom- 
mendation 2.1 until the principles have been presented to Council in 
the re-written form. Vote: CARRIED

Prof. Proppe was invited to present his brief. (ASFC 81-5-D-1) 


81-7-6 It was moved and seconded (Murray/Doyle) to move into a committee of the 
whole. Vote: CARRIED 


The debate proceeded. 


Prof. Armstrong stressed that the principles as amended had been individually 
accepted, but that they had not yet been accepted as a whole, that there was 
further editing to be done which could result in quite a different inter- 
pretation, and she asked the Chair if the acceptance of these, individually, 
meant an acceptance of the principles as a whole. 


Dean Taddeo replied that Council had not effectively passed 2.1 but had 

discussed everything leading up to it and had discussed those items suf- 
ficiently to the extent as to permit for an editing of those principles 

which would reflect the discussions which had taken place. 


8] -7-7 It was moved and seconded (Crowe/Doyle) to move out of the committee of 
the whole. Vote: CARRIED

81-7-8 It was moved and seconded (Crowe/Macaluso) to approve item III (1) a, 

p. 6. Vote: CARRIED

81-7-9 It was moved and seconded (Shulman/Macaluso) to approve item III (1) b, 

p. 6. Vote: CARRIED

81-7-10 It was moved and seconded (Macaluso/Crowe) to approve item III (1) d. 
81-7-11 It was moved and seconded (Kalman/Lightstone/ to discuss the sub-sections, 

item III (1) d, p. 7, before item III (1) d, p. 6. Vote: CARRIED 
81-7-12 It was moved and seconded (Chaikelson/Kalman) to change the number of 


credits required in a specialization programme from 48 to 54 (second 
entry, p. 7), and the number for Honours to 60 credits without reference 
to thesis or project; the number for a major to remain unchanged (36). 


81-7-13 It was moved and seconded (Langford/Trudel) to add 6 credits for thesis 
or project to the 60 credits proposed. 


Prof. Langford called the question on the sub-amendment. 

A vote was taken on calling the question and was CARRIED. 

The question was called on the sub-amendment and was DEFEATED (9/13/7). 
The question was called on the motion as amended and was CARRIED (15/8/4). 
It was assumed that the changes just approved would be reported to depart- 


ments and that councillors, in turn, would report back at the next meeting 
of Council. 


Notice of Meeting 


Dean Chaikelson presented a notice of motion to the effect that she 
would change recommendation 3.2 (1) which restricts to 60 the number 

of credits a student may take in one discipline or department, to "within 
every block of thirty credits, a student may take no more than 24 

credits from the same department". 


Prof. Langford gave notice of motion that he intended to propose that the 


last sentence of item III (1) d be altered to "for established pro- 
fessional standards" from "when external certification requires it".
